the guise of amendments are virtually |. 


obstructions, ‘It occurs to me that if-a 
number. of citizens who, although 
members of the Republican Party in 
national affairs have recognized and 
cheerfully supported you, were to show 
their appreciation by substantial ‘in- 
dorsement it might go far toward the 
accomplishment pf the worthy end, 
Which should be reached in short or- 
der. 

“Tt is with much pleasure, my dear 
Governor, that I desire to indicate to 
you that I should be happy to sub- 
scribe the sum of two hundred thou- 
gand dollars €$200,000) toward the first 
satisfactory limited dividend corpora- 
tion that is to be formed for the fur- 
therance of the housing plan through 
any measure that may receive your 
sanction.”

“I dlso advocated the incorporation 
of limited dividend companies for the 
use of the power of condemnation so 
that large tracts could be acquired for 
large-scale operations and the loaning 
of low-cost money subject to regulation 
as to the character and construction of 
buildings and the amount to be charged 
as rent. The plan suggested by the 
State Housing Commission may be 
open to amendment and revision.

FINDS BAD HOUSING 
A MENACE TO POOR 


Associaticn Reports Unsanitary 
Homes and Overcrowding Bring 
Illness and Poverty. 





Bad housing and overcrowding among 
families constitute one of the _ most 
pressing problems in the relief of pov- 
erty -and dependency, the Association 
for Improving the Condition of the 
Poor declared yesterday in a report of 
a survey’ of families under its care. 
Out of the total of 5,700 families, 
which the association is assisting, 
1,500 families live in seriously over- 
crowded and unsanitary conditions, 


rand the report decrarea that this con< 


gestion in.many cases was the direct 
cause Of illness and‘resulting poverty 
and. dependency. 

The report presented a détailed anal- 
ysis ‘of living. conditions of 882 fami- 
lies. Of this number, 693 families have 
neither bath rooms nor steam = 
128 have bath rooms and only sixty- 
one have both bath rooms and steam 
heat. Of the 693 families with. neither 
bathrooms nor steam heat, 102 live in 
two rooms, paying $12.77. montk‘y rent, 
or $6.38 a room; 282 live in three rooms, 

paying an average monthly rent of 
$18.09 or $6.03 a room; 251 live in four 
rooms, paying $23.47 average rent or 
per room; fifty live in five rooms, 
paying, oy average rent or $5.91 a 

room, and eight live in six rooms, 
paying an average monthly rent of 
$43.12 or $7.20 per room.

Extradition Still in Doubt. 

Whether Whittemore would te re- 
turned to Baltimore to face hanging 
for the murder of the prison guard, or 
‘will be kept here for trial’ on robbery 
charges and further investigation of 
the Buffalo and other murders, had 
not been decided yesterday hy the 
New York and Maryland authorities. 
Eugene A. Edgett, Assistant State’s 
Attorney of Maryland, will arrive here 
this morning for a conference with 
District Attorney Banton. regarding 
extradition proceedings. Governor 
Ritchie of Maryland has already pre- 
pared extradition papers, and has sent 
them here by a Baltimore detective 
for Governor Smith’s signature. Gov- 
ernor Smith, however, has not signed 
the papers. 

Inspector John D. Coughlin, in 
charge of the Detective Division at 
Police Headquarters, said he did not 
wish to let Whittemore get out of New 
York unless hé was sure that the 

land authorities would hang him. 

“He is 4. thoroughly bad man,”’ said 
the Inspector, ‘‘and deserves to be exe- 
cuted,” 

The Baltimore detective replied that 
there would be no doubt about. the 
hanging of Whittemore if he were sent 
back there. Aside from the man’s 
confession, he said, a negro attaché of 
the prison saw Whittemore strike the 
guard, and was himself held up and 
forced to open the street gate at the 
point of a pistol that bao aaa had 
seized from the guard’s 


Leader Confers With — 


Whittemore has made known his in- 
tention to fight extradition and to 


stand trial on a robbery charge in 


New York if possible, to stave off the 
day of reckoning for murder as long 
as possible. It was learned last night 
that Whittemore had been. allowed to 
confer in his cell with Morris. K. 
Sachs, a New York attorney, and that 
he and his entire gang probably would 
be represented by counsel’in court to- 
da: 

Mr. Sachs. said last night. that he 
had not yet been retained by Whitte- 
more, but would know today whether 
ke would. represent him. So far, Mr. 
Sachs said, the only one of the prison- 
ers he represented was Pasquale Chi- 
carelli, waiter at the Chantee Club, 
182 West Fifty-second Street, where 
Whittemore had spent the-night before 
his arrest at-dawn last Friday morn- 
ing: Chictarelli’s brother owns the 
club, and another brother is serving 
a sentence in Sing Sing for a jewel 
robbery at Broadway and Ninety-sec- 
end Street. Mr. Sachs said his client 
had told him he had -no connection 
with the Whittemore crowd and had 
been with him at the time of the ar- 
test only by accident. 

/ll the prisoners—seven men and a 
woman—probably will be arraigned in a 
Magistrate’s Court this morning, but 
the District Attorney is expected to 
have obtained , indictments ‘before’ the 
—— is over, and to have the cases 

erréd at once from the Magis- 
trate’s Court to the Court of General 
Sessions. 
‘ Safe Deposit Cache Hunted. 


Inspector Coughlin ordered six de- 
tectives yesterday to hunt for a safe 
deposit box in which Whittemore is 
said to have’ concealed some of the 
jewelry stolen by himself and his gang 
in New York, Baltimore, Buffalo, 
Cleveland and other cities dyring the 
past year. — 

The detectives wer> instructed to 
communicate with a number of bank 
officials to see whether Whittemore 
had rented a safe desposit box in any 
of their institutions, either under: his 
right name or under any of his aliases, 
including John Vaughn on Horace J. 
Waters. 


It was believed that the safe deposit 
box, if found, would yield the $30,000 
“defense fund” which the robbers said 
they had set aside for use in case of 
arrest from the proceeds of. the $150,- 
000 diamond holdup in Fifth Avenue 
which netted the gang $100,000 in cash. 


The safe deposit box‘is also thought} 


to contain part of the $500,000 loot 
in jewelry which the robbers are be- 
lieved to have obtained in their series 
of sensational robberies during the 
year. Detectives said the gang was so 
affluent as a result-of their early rob- 
beries that toward the end they were 
in a position to cache some of their 
loot, instead of selling it to fences at 
forced sales and. big discounts. 


No Loot Yet Recovered. 


So far the police have been unable 
to recover any of the loot which the 
gang disposed of to fences, or to get 
any trace of it. They found in the 
pocket of Jacoh Kraemer, a member 
of the.gang, an expert safe burglar, 
and a jeweler himself, a memorandum 
book containing the names of fences, 
but have failed to make any progress 


in following up these clues. It is 
understood that the jewelers listed by 


Kraemer deny any knowledge of the : 


man or his associates. Detectives are 
still working on this angle of the case 
in the hope of eventually recovering 
the booty.

EXCUSES FOR DUMINI 


Leader of Slain Deputy’s Kidnappers 
Apparently Had No Intent to Kill 
-——Some Mysteries Unsolved,

ROME, March 10.—The publication’ 
in .America of a series of articies 
signed by a former associate of 
Premier Mussolini, purporting to hold 
the Italian Premier directly respon- 
sible. for the -Matteotti murder, has 
again raised the question of how much 
faith may be placed in such “revela- 
tions” as the writer professes to be 
able to make. The whole subject is 
considered an intensely humorous one 
“In Italy. : 

About a year and a half ago, when

plausible imagination. Ever since that 
time the mere mention of “‘revelations”’ 
has far more ‘mirth than 
curiosity. 

Why Italy Is Skeptical. 

Just one or two examples will suffice 
to make plain the heights reacped by 
the fake revelations industry. Soon 
after the disappearance. of Deputy 
Matteotti, a newspaper in Rome, the 
official organ of one of the greatest 
political parties, printed a story that 
Amerigo Dumini, Matteotti’s supposed 
slayer, had been seen with a large 
| basket containing his victim’s head, 
“which hé showed to his friends as a 
trophy. It published statements by 
several people who alleged that the 
head had been shown to them, it gave 
their names and addresses, and added 
that they were ready to swear to the 
truth of the story. .. 

Another newspaper printed a long 
piece about a mysterious telephone 
conversation between one of the Fas- 
cist Under Secretaries of State and the 
director of one of the chief hospitals 
in Rome, followed a few hours after- 
ward by the arrival of a horribly mu- 


Hj tilated body, supposed to have been 


Matteotti’s. It published statements by 
people who professed to have overheard 
the telephonic conversation, by the 
hospital attendants who had seen the 
body arrive and by the dissecting room 
assistants who had received it. Yet 
another paper printed a convincing re- 
port, borne out by numerous state- 
ments of alleged eyewitnesses, that 
the body had first been placed in the 
morgue and secretly removed at night 
and buried in the cemetery in Rome. 

The complete falsity of these reports 
and other similar ones was. manifest 
to everybody when, a short time later, 
Matteotti’s body was found buried by 
the roadside, some fifteen miles from 
Rome, and it was possible for experts 
to establish positively that it had been 
Placed there on the very day of the 
murder and had lain there ever since. 
It is no wonder, after this, that ‘‘reve- 
lations,””’ even when documented, are 
not considered in Italy to be worth the 
paper they are printed on. 


Record of Chief Kidnapper.

Be that as it may, the fact remairs 
that, even making every possible al- 
lowance for the inflamed political pas- 
sions which are the result of every 
revolution, no possible reason can be 
found why any Fascist leadem, and 
least of all Mussolini, should have 
wished the death of gy ema m0 
On June 7 (only three ys before 
the disappearance of Deputy Mat- 
teoti) Mussolini delivered a memorable 
speech.in the Chamber, in. which he 
called upon all. parties to collaborate 
for the good of the country ang opened 
the door wide for a reconcilidtion be- 
tween the Fascisti and the Opposition. 
The speech, which was one of the Pre- 
mier’s best oratorical efforts, was re- 
ceived with a sigh of relief by the 
country at large. 

Every one felt that Mussolini’s words 
had worked a miracle and that the 
cessation of the bitter internal strug- 
gles' which had disrupted the coun- 
try for six years previous was immi- 
nent. The Socialist and Communist 
Parties wavered, obviously eager to 
throw themselvés into the wide-open 
arms of Fascismo. Can any one be- 
lieve that a man of Mussolini's un- 
doubted gifts and political flair, after 
such a speech, could have wished de- 
liberately to destroy the result of one 
and a half years of unremitting effort, 
by countenancing the violent death 
of one of his political opponents? 


Matteotti a Minor Figure. 


Quite apart from this, it is totally 
inexplicable why Matteotti, of all the 
Socialist leaders, should have. been 
singled out for death. He was dis- 
tinctly a secondary figure in the So- 


cialist Party and his opposition to the 
Fascist Government had been no more 
violent—if, indeed, as violent—than that 
of some of the older and better known 
leaders. It has been suggested that 
he had in his possession some incrim- 
inating documents on which the Fas- 
cisti wished to lay their hands. But 
the existence of any such documents 
was immediately denied by his widow, 
his, sister-in-law and his intimate 
friend. Deputy Modigliani. Besides 
this, his widow declared that when he 
was kidnapped he had just left the 
house for a few moments to buy a 
packet of cigarettes. It was, therefore, 
most unlikely that he should have had 
the documents, if any had existed, on 
his person when he was kidnapped, 
and if there were any such they would 
certainly have been produced by some 
other member of his party. . 

It has also been suggested that Mat- 
teotti was murdered in revenge for a 
speech he delivered in the Chamber on 
May 30 challenging the validity of the 
Fascist election. The assassination of 
Matteotti appeared so inexplicable to 
the Opposition itself that the impor- 
tance of this speech has been greatly 
exaggerated in an effort to find a 
piausible reason for the Socialist Dep- 
uty’s violent suppression. As a mat~ 
ter of fact, a glance at the Parlia- 
mentary record reveals that this 
speech, though it caused the usu 
bickerings and interruptions, was in no 
way exceptional and did not causé a 
parti y deep-impression either in 
the House or in the country.

Killing Inside the Car.

It was placed in a shallow tfench, so 
small that the body was doubled up 
and forced ‘into it violently. The 
trench was dug by loosening the soil 
with a large file found among the 
tools of the car and by removing the 
loosened earth with the fingers.

Chess’ masters apparently are no dif- 
ferent from others who seek. fame and 
fortune in the arena of competitive 
sport. Though their efforts are purely 
mental in a game in which the physical 
element as well as that of luck is vir- 
tually eliminated, they have their 
momentary lapsés and form reversals 
just as do runners, fighters and tennis 
players. 

One would imagine that a master, 
having reached the attainments ‘where- 
by he knows all about the fundamen- 
tal principles of the game, has hun- 
dreds of. ope’ variations at his 
finger tips and erstands thoroughly 
the theories underlying intricate mid- 
dle and end game play, would be al- 
most immune from defeat. However, 
one needs only to follow the progress 
of an international tournament of im- 
portance to discover how a this 
notion is. 


Dr. Alekhine’s Two Defeats. 


Dr. Alekhine, starting as a leading 
favorite in the tourney now in progress 
at Semmering, proceeded to drop two 
of his first three games; suffering 
both defeats at the hands of admit- 


tedly inferior opponents. Were it not 
for the happenings at the recent Mos- 
cow tourney, these two upsets would 
be sufficient to toss the entire chess 
world in a turmoil.
